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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicants’ communication paper dated 6/10/04 is acknowledged. 

3. Applicants have amended claims 1-3. Therefore, the claims under consideration 
are the claim 1-3 only. 

4. Applicants above stated amendments together with their remarks are sufficient 
for the withdrawal of the rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 112 paragraph second. 

5. The rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) references '317 are now withdrawn 
because the ref.’317 only teaches a generic core, and not the 2,6-di flouro-subsituted 
phenyl as claimed herein. Therefore, these rejections are now withdrawn. 

6. The closest prior art of record ref. Berryman et al (WO9505376) teaches 
compounds, which are, halogenated benzene with side of modified aklylene. The 
ref.’376 differs from the instant compounds by not having R1 equal to H atom. See 
Berryman, page 12, lines 12-20; and page 49. 

7. The other ref. Giordani (WO 9717317) discloses a genus of 4-phenyl-4- 
oxobutanoic acid and its derivatives. The ref. differs from the instant invention by not 
disclosing 2,6-disubstituted phenyl ring exactly and definitely. 

8. The above references either alone or in combination do not indicate or suggest at 
arriving instant compound, which has pharmacological activity. 

9. Therefore, the instant invention is deemed to be novel and patentably distinct.
